diffipate without Difficulty thofeClouds 
which have been raifed to hide the 
Truth from our Eyes, and confite 
thofe Objeétions once more which have 
been fo often alleged, and fo often 
an{wered, 


The Difficulty of a proper Reply is 


now much diminifhed by the Occafion 
on which it is to be made; for it has 
hitherto been neceflary to fhow the 
Propriety and Ufefulnefs of thofe Mea- 
fures which were reprefented as dan- 
gerous or unprofitable ; to obviate Ob- 
jections which the Neceflity of con- 
cealing private Intelligence, or imma- 
ture Defigns, did not always allow to 
be fully confated; and to juftify by 
long Reviews, and difficult Explicati- 
ons of the fecret Connetion of Events, 
thofe Meafures which, confidered with- 
out Regard to the Circumftances which 
attended them, might feem rafhly or 
imprudently concerted. 

But in debating the prefent Queftion 
all that can produce Perplexity or He- 
fitation, muft be the Diftraction of the 
Mihd by different Methods of Apology, 
equally proper and for the greateft Part 
equally eafy: For the 
péar tobe unjaft, whether, thofe that 
oppofe it fhall evince, as they have 
often done, the Propriety of the Mea- 
fares on which it is intended to fix an 
indelible Cenfure, or fhall fhow that 
the Perfon againit Whom it is direéted 


did not tranis& thein, or not without 
the Concarrénce of the other Mini- 
fters, or the Approbation of the Senate.

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Hanevro the Difficulty of this Choice 
will immediately occur; for though it 
might be eafily difpatched by a De- 
claration which almoft every Man in 
the Natien knows to be true, that it 
was tranfacted at Haxevro, and though 
the Right Hon. Gentleman may with 
great Security defy his Enemies to 
prove that he was the original Author 
of it, or that he promoted it otherwile 
than any other of the Council; yet 
fince fome may defire a fuller Account 
of that important Affair, which as it 
was tranfa¢ted in the laft Reign may 
not be otherwife known to fome of the 
Members of this Affembly, than by 
wandering Reports, or partial Repre- 
fentations, I fhall endeavour to fhow 
that tho” it hasbeen long the Occafion 
of groundiefs Clamours, that it was 
not only prudent but neceflary. 

To place this Affair in its proper 
Light, it may be neceflary to recapi- 
tulate fome Occurrences which preced- 
ed it, and to confider the State of this 
Nation from the beginning of the late 
Emperor. 

The Difficulties with which the E- 
ftablifhment of the Imperial Family in 
thefe Kingdoms was embarraffed, are 
weil known and univerfally remem- 


bered. Our late Emperor had no fooner E 


taken Poffeflion of a Throne to which 
he was called for the Defence of Re- 
ligion and the Prefervation of Liberty, 
than Difcontent, and Jealoufy were 
{fpread over the whole Country: The 
People were already corrupted with 
idle Doétrines, which had no other 
Tendency than.to faciliiate the Intro- 
du&tion of the Pretender, by teaching 
that a ‘hereditary Right is not to be for- 
feited, and that the Aéts of the Senate 
by which he was excluded were empty 
Forms without Validity and without 
Obligation. 


ed by ariful Calumnies, and Infinuati- 
ons of pernicious Defigns, and the 
People were wrought by various Mo- 
tives to fuch a Degree of Frenzy, that 
they imagined themfelves obeying the 
Didtates of their Religion, while they 
were endeavouring to expel or to deftroy 
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theMonarch by whom it was fupported, 
and imagined ghat their Liberty could 
only be preferved by the Exaltatioa of 
a Prince who would believe it his Duty 
to perfecute, and his Right to inflave 
them. 

Fofatuated, Sir, with thefe wild No- 
tions of Juftice and Policy, a great 
Part of the Nation thought it neceflary 
to refufe Obedience to the Government, 
to fet the Laws at Defiance, and to de- 
clare their Adherence to another Prince 
for whofe Service Armies were levied, 
and whom a foreignMonarch celebrat- 
ed for romantic Valour, and chimeri- 
cal Expeditions was invited to efta- 
blifh. So little did thefe. Madmen in 
the Heat of their Zeal regard the 
Welfare of their Country, that they 
willingly expofed itto the Plunder of 
rapacious Mercenaries, and to all the 
Devaftations which were to be expét- 
ed from Troops accuftomed to all the 
Cruelties of War, refirained by neither 
Tendernefs nor Intereft, and who 
could only enter thefe Kingdoms with 
a Defign to load themfelves with Plun- 
der, and live at Eafe ia their own 
Country upon the Wealth of Li//iput. 

That this Dittarber of the World 
was {natched away by the Chance of 
War, in the midft of new Schemes for 
the Ruin of Nations, and new Defigns 
of augmenting his Power, and the 
Army of the Rebels, for want of 
Difcipline and Commanders was eafi- 
ly overthrown, and that both Juttice 


pand Lenity were employed to influence

the People, I need not relate, fince the 
Events are too recent and too publick 
not to be remembered. But though 
the Laws recovered their Authority, 
and Subordination wag again eftablifh- 
ed, it was not reafonable to imagine 
that Force had produced any Change 
in Opinions, or that thofe whofe De- 
figns had been defeated believed them 
unjuit, becaufe they had been unfuccefs- 
ful. Ic might be with great Juftice 
fufpefied that thofe who durft clamour 
no longer openly, murmared in private, 
and that they whofe Swords had been 
wrelted from their Hands, would 
' a 
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fail to {natch them again when they 
could promiie themfelves ftronger Sup- 
port, or more refolute A {lociates. 

Such, Sir, was likewife the Opinion 
of all foreign Princes of the State of 
Lilliput, which they confidered as go 
verned by an Emperor to whom mcre 
than half of hisPeople were {ubje¢ted on- 
ly by Force, and whom it was eafy to 
embarrafs with Infurrections whenever 
he fhould interpofe in the Affairs of the 
Continent. They conceived the two 
Parties of this Empire to be in anEqui- 
poife, and believed that any ne:gh- 
bouring Power might turn the Balance. 

It has been obferved, that with re- 
gard to Governors and Subjects, Power 
fubfifts upon Opinion, and the fame 
Remark may be extended to the Com- 
petition between different States. l’o be 
thought weak and to be weak in rea- 
lity, may fometimes preduce the fame 
Confequences. Enemies in either Cale 
are excited to Infolence and invited to 
Invafion, and though they may fome- 
times meet with Refiitance which they 
did not expect, they may likewite 
fometimes in theUncertainty of human 
Schemes be conduéted by Error to the 
End which they propofed, and fucceed 
by a Concurrence of favourable Acci- 
dents in Enterprizes, which they were 
induced to undertake only by a weak 
Confidence in falfe Reports. 

Thus, Sir, our Divifions naturally 
impaired the Influence of the Emperer, 
and weakened his Government even 
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and thofe Princes whom Chance oY 
Ambition made the Enemies of the 
Emperor of Lilliput, imagined that 
they had Allies in his own Dominions, 
that Armies would ftart up out of

had ceafed, when Reafon had regained 
its Influence,and the Phantoms cf coun- 
terfeit Loyalty had been difpelled by 
the Light of Truth. It was the In- 
tereft of foreign Princes to believe him 
fill furrounded by Enemies, and it is 
well known how diflicuitly Opinions 
are eradicated which are complicated 
with fayourite Pailions. There was in 


the Nation a numerous Faétion who 
under various Denominations, and up- 
on various Motives favoured the Claim 
of the Pretender, this Faétion was re 
prefented far more numerous, more 
powerful, and more reltiefs than it was,

Promife of Affiftance, and that they 
might oblige him to fubmit to any 
Terms, or perfue him to Ruin, or to 
Death at the Expence of his own Sub- 
jects. 

Such, Sir, was the Opinion which 
prevailed inall the Courts of Degulia, 
at the Time when our late Emperor 
was informed that a Confederacy had 
been formed againft him by the Courts 
of Mardit and Vinena, in which no- 
thing lefs was defigned than the De- 
ftruction of our Trade both in the 
Idnies and the Middle Seas, the Sub- 
verfion of our Liberties, and the Exal- 
tation of the Pretender to the Throne. 
Againft thisConfederacy he fecured the 
Nation and himlelf by an Alliance 
which counterballanced it, and by en- 
tring into the Treaty of Hanevro with 
Blefufeu divided the Power of the 
Houle of Buorbon. 

The Confederacy of the A/ieman- 
nuans With the Iberian Monarch, has 
been often ridiculed as improbabie and 
imaginary, and thoe who could not 
deny its Reality have reprefented it as 
an airy Projeét, a Scheme which it was 
not poflible to execute, and which it 
was therefore not neceflary to obviate 
by any extraordinary Meatures. 

But the Probability of fuch an Alli- 
ance appears from a View of the State 
of the Nation, and of the Opinions of 
foreign Princes at that Time It was 
natural to proje&t the Introduction of 
the Pretender into thefe Kingdoms, 
becaute it was believed that he would 
be welcomed at his Arrival by the Ac- 
clamations, and fupported in his En- 
terprife by the Arms of the People. 
It was rational to believe that they 
fhould be abie to deprive us of our 
Trade, becaufe the Neceflity of efia- 

lifhing a new Monarch would divert 
the Attention of our Government from 
foreign Affairs, and it was not likely 
that 
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@hat any thing would be denied by him 
to jucn kind Affiftants and fuch ufeful 
Allies. 

That the Jberians were convinced 
of the Poflibility of this Project, we 
may be affured, Sir, from theConfidence 
with which they expofed a {mall Body 
of their Troops to be flaughtered by 
landing them on the northern Part of 
this Ifland. No Man can imagine 
that they expected from them alone 
either Conquefts or Refiftance,and it is 
therefore evident that they expected 
them to be joined by the Inhabitants, 
and imag’ned the Difaffeétion fo gene- 
ral, and the People fo warlike that, to 
erect a Standard and to raife an Army, 
would be the fame. 

Nor will it be difficult to conceive 
that this Opinion might be communi- 
cated with little Labour tothe Court 
of Vinena, if we refle&t how readily 
every Prince hearkens to Accounts that 
flatter his Inclinations, and how wel- 
come every Report, will always be 
found that encreafes our own Dignity 
and Power,by reprefenting our Compe- 
titors 2s unable to fland before us. 

I am, Sir, indeed far from believing 
that the united Power of Allemannu 
and Jéeria could have driven our 
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never have atchieved ; if we confide® 
themas correfponding with the difaffect- 
ed Part of our own Nation ; we know 
how readily every Man perfuades him- 
felf that his own Party will prevail, 
how he exaggerates in his own Mind 
its Numbers, its Wealth, and its Una~- 
nimity, and confidently affirms to 
others what he has learned to believe 
himéelf. 

From all thefe Caufes, co-operating 
at once, what Degrees of Infatuation 
may not be expetted? what may not 
Monarchs be capable of undertaking, 
who being infected with Luft of Domi- 
nion, imagine that their Happinefs will 
be encreafed as their Empire is ex- 
tended; who think their Ambiticn 
authorifed by Religion, and are affur- 
ed by thofe whom it is the higheft A& 
of Impiety to disbelieve, that they fhall 
fight under the Banner of Omnipo- 
tence ? That Heaven will affilt thofe 
Forces which are levied for the extir- 
pation of Herefy, and that they are ap- 
pointed to put an End to the Preva- 
lence of Schiim ? 

When to thefe Motives, Sir, it is ad- 
ded, that the Attempt is in itfelf with- 
out Danger, and that they are only to 
afiift the greater Part of the Nation in 


Monarch from his Throne, or that the g butchering the lefs ; is it to be imagin- 


Nation would even at that Time have 
seceived the Pretender fupported by a 
foreign Power; but to infer that no 
fuch Defign was formed, becaufe it 
would probably have failed in the Ex- 
ecution is by no means rational. It is 
to fuppofe that Men are never blinded 
by their Paffions, or deceived by their 
Intelligence ; that oppofite Parties fee 
the fame Obje&ts in the fame Light, 
and that every Man proportions his 
Undertakings to his Strength. 

The Error, Sir, of thofe Princes 
was far from being fuch as could dimi- 
nifh their political Reputation ; If we 
fuppofe them zealous for their Religion, 
the Force of Enthufiafm has been oiten 
feen ; if we fuppofe their Heads heated 


by Ambition, it is eafy to conceive that

ed, that Opportunities fo favourable 
will not be improved? That any Mo- 
narch will forbear to give an Inftance 
of his Piety, when he may fhow it by 
gratifying his Ambition? Ov that he 
wil not engage ina Defgn at once 
pleafing, eafy and meritorious ? F 

Perhaps thefe Confiderations, Sir, 
may induce the Houfe to allow that 
his late Majefty, neither deceived the 
Senate by falfe Reprefentations as has 
been infinuated by the honourable 
Gent!eman, nor was himfelf deceived; 
yet fince it has been alleged that the 
Confederacy of the Jberians and Alie- 
mannuans if it was ever formed, was 
a Confederacy of Madmen, that their 
Defigns ought to have raifed Pity ra- 
ther than Fear, and to have been ri- 


they might be hurried forward to imagi- H diculed rather than oppofed, it may be 
naryConquefts which theirArmiescould proper before we cifmils this Tranfac- 


tion 
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tion to enquire what was really to be 
dreaded from them. 

Ic is well known, Sir,that the Fa- 
vourers of the Pretender were at that 
Time fuficienfly numerces to difturb 
the Nation, though not to inflave it, 
and that their Difcontent. was fuch as 
might naturally have incited them to 
2 Rebellion by which, though it would 
probably have ended in thar Defeat, 
our Country might have been har- 
raffled for a long ‘ime; and the hon. 
Gentleman will fcarcely afirm that a 
Civil War is not a Calamity to be very 
cautioufly avoided, what Party foever 
may be likely to prevail. 

If it is not to be imagined that 
‘Troops could have been langed on our 
Coaits in fuch Numbers as might have 
threatned a Conquetft, they might at 
Jeaft have burnt our Villages, and 
deftroyed the Inhabitants, they might 
have ravaged our unfortified Towns,laid 
whole Counties defolate, and filled the 
Nation with Horror and Confufion, 
and when our Armies had at length 
deftroyed them,theInjury might be re- 
venged indeed, but could notbe repair’d. 

From fuch Miferies, Sir, if we were 
preferved by a feafonable Alliance with 
Blefufeu, can the Author of it be cen- 
fured as an Enemy to Li/liput ? Can 
it be affirmed that Invafions and Civil 
Wars are to be preferred toan Alliance 
by which no Claim was refigned, and 
in which mutual Security was honour- 
ab'y flipulated upon equal Terms? 

If we confider, Sir, what has been 
urged againft this Treaty, we fhall be 
able to recolleét on'y violent Invectives 
without Proof, and noify Declamati- 
ons without Reafon. We have been 
told that Blefu/cu is the irreconcileable 
Enemy to Lilliput, that her Refent 
ments are never to be extingu:fhed, 
and that her Interefts are invariably 
oppofite. We are told that to enter 
into Alliances with Béefufcu is to de- 
itroy at once that Plan of Power that 
eur Anceftors have exhaufted their 


Treafures to etablifh, and to facrifice 
all the Advantages of the laft War. 
‘Theie, Sir, are indeed pompous Ex- 
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prefions by which the Imaginatiog 
may be warmed, but which have lit- 
tle Efficacy to convince the Reafon, 
Sounds which may raife Commotions 
in a popular Affembly, but can not 
have much Influence upon a Senate. 
That our Anceftors have generally em- 
ployed. their Strength and Policy in 
Oppofition to Blefufcu cannot be de- 
nied ; but if we think their Example 
fuch as ought to influence ourMeat{ures, 
we muit imagine them to have ated 
upon rational Motives, and are there- 
fore only to refemble them in our Con- 
duct, as we refemb'e them in the Cir- 
cumttances of our Affairs. 

They oppofed the Blefufeudians, be- 
caufe they had no other Enemy to feat, 
and upon the famePrinciple would have 
united with them againft an Enemy 
from whom they were both in Danger, 
nor could they entail upon us any 
Scheme of Conduét, unlefs they could 
afcertain the Courfe of Events. To 
believe, that we are invariably to de- 
clare curfelves Enemies to Blefufcu, is 
to be deceived by idle Sounds, and to 
follow Prejudice inflead of Policy. It is 
our Intereit to oppo’e that Nation 
with mo Vigour from whom we have 
moitt to fear ; not toenquire whom our 
Anceftors hated or dreaded, but who 
has at prefent the ftrongeft Inclination 
and the greateft Power to injure Us ; 
to regulate our Alliances according to 
the {uterefts of foreign Princes, to ob- 
ferve the Retations of Power, and 
vary our Politics as different Exigencies 
may hzppen to require. 

It migst at leaft, Sir, be expeéted 
from thefe who have declaimed for fo 
many Years againft the Treaty of Ha- 
nevro, that they fhould have fhown 
us what ill Confequences have been 
produced by it, what Part of our Trade 
we have relinquifhed, or what Preten- 
fions we have refigned. It might not be 
unequitable to require that they fhould 
prove this Tranfact‘on to have brought 
upon us greater Evils than thofe from 
which we were refcued, the Horrors of 
an Invafion, and the Miferies of a

If the Blefufcudians, Sir, did in re- 
ality exafperate the Jberians againf 
us, at the Time when they engaged 
with the utmoft Solemnity to aflift us 
againft them; if while they were ex- 
changing Ratifications, and redoubling 
Proteftations of Friendfhip, they en- 
deavoured to embarrafs our Govern- 
ment, and obftru& our Commerce, 
what can be inferred from their Con- 
duét but their own Perfidy ? And by 
what Law is a Minifter of Li//iput to 
be punithed fer thofe Crimes in which 


c he did not concur? 


In political as in private. Tranfagti- 
ons mutual Truft.is anavoidable; nor 
can any more be required from. either 
Party than to preferve his own Faith, 
and watch that the other does not 
make ule of an Appearance of Friend- 


D fhip to injure or betray him. No Man 


ought to fuffer but for hisown Wicked- 
nefs or Negligence, becaufe no Man 
can regulate the Confcience of another. 

But it is not neceflary, Sir, to have 
recourfe to the fecret Operation of re- 


E Mote Agents for the Explication of E- 
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vents, of which the immediate Caufes 
may be fo eafily affigned. The Jhe- 
rians, though they feund their Scheme 
of an Invafion no longer practicable, 
had yet fo much Confidence in the Ac- 
counts which they had received of the 
Violence of our Factions, .and the Ar- 
dour of our Animolities, that they ima- 
gined us to be in a State that would 
not allow us to regard our Honour o« 
our Commerce, and believed that they 
might without Danger infult our Flag 

and plunder our Merchants. 
That thisOpinion was the Foundati- 
on of their Conduét, and that they fill 
retain it with a Degree of Bigotry pe- 
culiar to themfelves, appears, Sir, from 
their Manifefto lately publifhed. Our 
Divifions are there mentioned with 
an Appearance of ‘T’riumph, which per- 
haps may be ‘till heightened by an Ac- 
count of the prefent Debate, and to 
Q. which 
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which the Opponents of the Admini- 
ftration, whatever may have been their 
Intentions, it mult be confefled, have 
long contributed. 
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Againft thefe Depredations, Sir, fre- 4 


quent Remonftrances were made, and 
Promifes of Enquiry and Reparation 
were conftantly returned, with what 
Degree of Sincerity it was not poffible 
for our Minifters to determine. The 
Dillance of the Jherian Territories 
made it cafy for the Governors to elude 
the Orders of their Matter, or to de- 
ceive him with falfe Reprefentations, 
which cou'd not always be confuted by 
our Minillers betore the:r Attention was 
diverted by fome new: Controverfy. 
TheDelays in the /éerianForms of Pro- 
ceeding,well adapted to favour any frau- 
dulent Defign, often made it impoffible 
to procure Proof of an unjuit Seizure, 
for the Mafter of a Veffel was perhaps 
dead, and his Crew difperfed, before 
his Caufe was determined.

It might indeed be fufpe&ed that ,, 


thefe Ravages were net committed by 
the SubjeAls of /4eria without the Con- 
nivance of their Court, and that theOr- 
ders fent to Columbia would not have 
been fo long eluded, had the Officers 
believed that Compliance would have 

cen more lkely to procure Favour or 
Promotion ; but as their King not only 
difowned their Proceedings, but pro- 
mifed that Juftice fhould be rigoroufly 
obferved, and as War is always the lait 
Remedy which a wife Government 
employs, it was thought more Prudent 
to preferve our Claims by frequent Re- 
petitions, and to wait for fome Oppor- 
tunity of obtaining their Confirmation, 
than to affert them by Force, and load 
the Nation with the Expences.of a 
War.

Tranfportation of Don Carhs, though 
it gratified the Ambition of his Mo- 
ther, was no great Sacrifice on our Part. 
There was no Enemy to encounter, 
no Danger to fear, and the Expence 
which alone can be complained of, 
ought to be compared with that of a 
War which it was probable we might 
avoid by it. 

Yet the Miniftry, Sir, by this Step 
furnifhed their Adverfaries with a new 
Theme for Declamation ; they have 
been charged with threwing Weight 
into that Scale of Power which was too 
heavy before, with propagating the In- 
fluence of the Houfe of Buorbon thro’ 
the whole Continent of Degulia, and 
with endangering our future Commerce 
by invefting them with the Dominion 
of the Middle Sea. 

But before thefe Inveétives are in- 
dulged, it ought to be proved that we 
granted fome Advantage which it was 
impolitick to grant, and which it was 
in our Power to deny ; that we could 
have hindered the Jberians from the 
Acquifition of that Part of Jtla/cu, or 
have hindered them without more Ex- 
pence and Danger, than our Intereft in 
the Tranfaftion could induce us to 
incur. 

It ought to be examined, Sir, whe- 
ther it was not more prudent to procure 
a Reconciliation of long Difputes by 
affifling them in an Enterprife which 
they could have executed by their-own 
Strength, and by appearing to favour 
Defigns which we could not effectually 
obitru&, than to exafperate Hatred 
and inflame Quarrels by needlefs Op- 
pofition, and to harrafs ourfelves with 
a War of which it was impoffible to 
forefee the Succefs, or fix the Duration. 

It was faid by the hon. Gent. that our 


When the Project was formed of ¢ Compliance had no other Effect upon 


eftablifhing Don Cards in It/afu, we 
thought the Opportenity cbrained 
which we had fo long defired, and 
therefore readily compiied with the 
Propefitions -which were mede us 
for eftablifhing a lefting Peace with 
Jéeria. This indeed we did not fub-

I confefs, Sir, that neither the Poli- 
cy nor the Gratitude of the /derians, 
could 
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could induce them to improve the Ad- 
vances which were made at Sebfule into 
a firm and lafting Friendfhip;that their 
Infolence has not been abated, or their 
Preténfions. remitted ; and that their 
Depredations after a very fhort Suf- 
penfe were renewed with equal Rapa- 
city and equal Cruelty. Of this the Se- 
nate itfelf has complained in its Ad- 
drefles to the Emperor, nor does the 
Caufe of which I have undertaken the 
Defence require that any Truth fhould 
be denied or difguifed. 

Thefe Ravages and Cruelties, Sir, 
are Fa€tsof which no Man will difpute 
the Certainty or palliate the Injuftice, 
but it appears to me, that every im- 
partial and candid Enquirer will dif- 
cover, that they cannot rationally be 
charged on the Miniftry; for how can 
it be imagined that they could willing- 
ly promote the Difappointment of their 
own MeSfures, or what Intereft can 
they be fuppofed to advance by increa- 
fing the Difcontent of the People ? The 
Conduct of the Jherians muft be there- 
fore attributed only to themfelves; nor 
can it be expected that we fhould un- 
dertake to reform their Folly or their 
Wickednefs, or to teach them either 
Politicks or Gratitude. 

I cannot butobferve, Sir, that in the 
Charges made by the hon. Gentle- 
men, the Crimes of Mankind are 
amaffed together and thrown upon a 
fingle Perfon, who is fo unfortunate in 
his Situation, that he is equally to be ac- 
cufed of the Mifconduét of his Friends 
and of his Enemies, of Tranfactions by 
which his Influence is apparently di- 
minifhed, as well as thole by which it 
may feem to be advanced: He is repre- 
fented as the general Diétator of Guilt, 
nor is any Man imagined to deviate 
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cence can only be preferved by a Re- 
formation’ of the Univerfe. 

That the Miniitry, Sir, have been 
infenfible of the Sufferings of their 
Country, that they have feen without 
Concern the Obftrudtion of our Trade, 
and heard without Compaffion the 
Complaints of our Merchants, that 
they have fatat Eafe in the Enjoyment 
of their Salaries while their Fellow- 
fubje&s were languifhing in Dittrefs,and 
infulted or neglected thofe Calamities 
which their Indolence, Unsk:IfulnefS 
or Cowardice had brought upon the 
Nation, are Infinuations which ought 
not to be credited, becaufe they cannot 
be proved. 

Their frequent Remonftrances to 
the Court of Jheria afford fufficient 
Evidence, that they did not forget their 
Duty or neglect it; their Affertion of 
of our Rights fhews that they had no 
Intention to refign them. And the 
Charge of Infenfbility, Negligence, 
and Corruption muft be reduced at 
laft only t@ this, that they thought 
Succefs more likely to be obiained by 
Negotiation, which others expected 
only from Viclence and Slaughter. 

Had the Jéerians, Sir, been per- 


p, fuaded at length to attend to the Re-

or Connivance. 

Unhappy furely is the Lot of that 
Man, from whom an Account is re- 
quired of the Condué& of thofe whom 
he has not Power to direét ; whom 
neither Diftance nor Ignorance can fe- 


cure from being an Affociate in every H 


A& of Wickednefs, and whofe Inno- 


monftrances ot Jultice, to reftore what 
they could not retain without Robbery, 
and admit what they cannot deny 
without the Violation of the moft 
folemn Treaties; hadthe Pacific Aéts 
of Negotiation terminated our Dif- 
putes, procured Security to our Trade, 
opened the Seas of Columbia, and efta- 
blifhed upon equitable Terms that 
Concord which is neceflary to the Hap- 
pinefs of both Nations; would thofe 
allow themfelves Criminal who had fo 
long founced the Trumpet of War, 
who had cailed out inceffantly for Re- 
prifals and Revenge, and who had 
exhaufted their Eloquence to. inflame 
the Refentment of the Nation, and to 
incite the Senate to Impatience and 
Violence ? Would they have admitted, 
that they might be defervediy cenfured 
as the Enemies of their Country for 
endeavouring to precipitate us into an 
urne-eflary 
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unneceflary War, and for promoting 
Havock, Bloodfhed and Confufion? 
Would they not have urged that they 
had only given their Opinion with that 


Liberty whichis allowed in fenatorial 4 


Debates, and with that Sincerity which 
Patriotifm requires? that they were de- 
ceived by falie Appearances or hurried 
on by a Zeal too Impatient of the In- 
juries of the Publick? that they did 
not lay any Claim to Prefcicnce or In- 


faliibility, and that involuntary Errors B 


Could never be juftly punifhed becaufe 
they could not be avoided? And would 
not this Plea have fatisfied the moft 
figorous Enquirer, and pacified the 
warmeft Refentment? 

Whoever, Sir, admits the Validity 
of this Excufe, which he that denies 
has no great Regard to his own Honour 
or Safety, muft allow, that it may be 
how urged, with equal Juitice,in Vin- 
dication of the Miniitry. If they 
have been miftaken in their Choice of 
Meafates, they have been betrayed in- 
to Error only by their Caufion; nor did 
their Delays proceed from any other 
Caufe than the Fear of encreafing the 
Expences of the Publick, and hazard- 
ing the Quiet of Degulia by precipitaie 
Refolutions. 


T thall not infift at this Time on the E 


Probability that contrary Mealures, if 
they had been perfued by the Miniftry, 
would have been oppofed with equal! 
Vehemence, and their Abfurdity ag- 
Sh ew with the fame Violence of 
eclamation; that the Miniftry would ¢ 
have been reprefented as Men harden- 
ed againft all the Impulfes of Huma- 
nity, who look’d .with Satisfa&tion on 
Slaughter, Devaftations aod Cruelty, 
who were delighted with embroiling 
the World, and employing one Nation 
in the Deftruétion of another, whojhad G 
involved their Country in foreign Wars 
only to divert the Attention of the 
Publ ck from their own Mifcarriages 
and Corruption, and who wotld pro- 
long it wichout end, as it might give 


them Opportunities of gratifying their H 


Friends and expofing their A dverfaries. 
' That fuch would have been the 
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Outcries of the Oppofition, if moré 
violent Meafures had been perfued, I do 
not affirm, Sir, whatever I may believe. 
I do not affirm it, becaufe I think that 
every Affertion ought to be fupported 
by Evidence, and that Pofitions and 
Conjeétures are to be carefully diftin- 
guifhed. I will however declare with 
ing Confidence, that this Accufation 

ad been more Juft and more Plaefi- 
ble, and that the Vulgar, upon whom 
the Influence of Ade. 5 is well known 
by Experience to the Opponents of the 
Miniftry, would have been more eafi- 
ly inflamed by-artful Reprefentations of 
the Horrors of a deftruétive War, than 
of the Shame of a difhonourable Peace. 
I cannot, therefore, but oncé more 
fafpeét, that they whofe conftant Hope 
of Succefs has arifen from a Praétice 
of appealing from the Senate to the 
Rabble, could not have fi d fa 
Commodious a Topic to efcape them, 
but would have exhibited the Miniftry 
to public View as blood-thirfty Monfters, 
who were daily facrificing the Lives of 
thoufands to their Caprices, and be- 
caufe they had no Tendernefs for their 
Fellow-fubje&ts, preferredWar toPeace, 
who contemplated with Pleafure thofe 
Dangers in which they never in- 
volved themfelves, and feafted their 
Imagination with Slaughters which 
heightened the Pleafure of their own 
Sccurity. 

But that there are indeed Infults 
which muft be refented, and Evils to 
which War itfelf is to be preferred, 
cannot be denied; and fuch at length 
has the Senate declared, the Info- 
Ience and Rapacity of the Jberiani, 
againft whom therefore War has been 
proclaimed, and profecuted in fuch a 
Manner as was moft likely to attain 
the End for which War ought always 
to be made, the Redrefs cf Wrongs 
and Re-eftablifhment of Peace. 

But the Miniftry, Sir, have been no 
lefs unfortunate in their Conduét of thé 
War than in their Methods of Nego- 
tiation; for their Opponents appear 
refolved to be equally diffatistied on 
every Occafion, and to diftover Trea

Anceftors, and the Weaknefs of /beria. 

But when, they had amufed them- 
felves with the Difplay of our Power, 
and gratified their Love of their 
Country by a Recolleétion of her an- 
cient Glory. they always concluded 
with @ pathetical Lamentation of our 
prefent Miferies, they complained that 
our Force was reftrained by the Cor- 
ruption of our Governors, that the 
Courage of our Sailors was of no other 
Ufe than to heighten their Impatience 
of the ignominious Inattivity to which

fall upen the Government? 

Such ExpeCtations, Sir, were there+ 
fore never raifed by the Miniftry,’ be+ 
caufe they knew that they‘eould only 
be gratified by Chance, in which ‘no 


E wife Man will put any Confidence ; but 


they were eagerly excited /by the Boaf- 
ters of Patriotiim who knew that 
Suceefs would be received °at a Con- 
firmation of their Predictions,and would 
eftablith the Reputation of their Saga+ 
city, but that any Defeat would be 
imputed to the Miniftry ahd bléw the 
Flames of publick Hatred; and’ that 
in the mean Time’ they gained every

They therefore called out inceffant- 
ly for a vigorous Profecttion of the

be equipped, that Commerce thould be 
protected, and /beriqg humbled. 
Ships 
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Ships were accordingly put intoCom- 
miffion, new Vefiels were. built, the 
Workmen in the Docks were enjoined 
double Labour, naval Stores were 
purchafed and Contraéts. for Provifir 
ens every Day made; but our Fleets 
completely rigged remained in our 
Harbours for want of Men, and our 


-Enemies roved at large over the Ocean 


while we were we our Sailors 
to engage-in the Service of the Publick. 


For removing this Obftacle, Sir, at p of his, Caufe. 


which the Opponents of the Miniftry 
were for the greateft Part content to 
¢lamour without any Endeavour, or 
perhaps any Defire-to furmount it, be- 
caufe they found fpecious Reafons for 
imputing it to the. Adminiftration, 
many Schemés were offered : But they 
were almoft always oppofed with the 
utmof Obflinacy by Men who had 
wearied the Senate with the Juftice and 
Neceflity of the War, with the Dimi- 
nution-of our Trade, and the Impor- 
tance of an uninterrupted Navigation. 

When one Project, was difapproved, 
another was propofed, and nothing 
was left unattempted that might 
contribute to that Succefs, which all 
appeared.to. with, though only the 
Miniftry endeavoured to procure it.

laid in Ruins. _Who would not now 
have thought that the Miniftry had 


given fufficient Proofs of their Sinceri-

tence for Complaints? But even this 
Advantage ferved only to fhow how a 
vigilant and fagacious Patriot can im- 
prove every Occurrence to the Propa-

Calumnies, they were now accufed as 


fecretly chagrined at the publicFelicity,

For this Parpofe, Sir, they did net 
fail to exaggerate the Enterprife and 
magnify the Advantages that were 
to be expected from it ; and fo wanton 
was their Imagination, that it formed 
no Ideas but of the Conqueft of Co- 
lumbia, and the utter Deftru€ion of 
the Jéerian Empire. 

The Friends of the Government, tho” 
pleafed with the Succefs of the Expe-

were to guard the Coafts, and expofing 
the Merchants by Negligence or De-

At length, Sir, our Fleets in Co/um- 


difcovered no fuch Raptures of Exul- 
tation: ,They rejoiced indeed, but with 
that Moderation which accompanies

bia began Hoktilities, the Jberians were 54 without exalting him above all his Pre- 


confined to their Ports, their Colonies 
were kept in continualTersor, and one 





deceffors;they thought that to give way

But as Men refolved to cenfure can © 


never want a Fund of Accufation, no 
fooner were the Minifters ftigmatifed 
as Enemies to Venron, than they were 
difcovered to haye formed a Plot for 
his Deftruétion in Concert with the 


Iberians and Blefufcudians, whofe Fleets p 


had found an Opportunity of uniting, 
while oor Admiral was cruifing 
on another Part of the Coaft, and 
guarding a Fortrefs of which the Im- 
portance has been formerly one of the 
popular Subjects of Declamation. They 


indeed failed immediately to Columbia, © 


before there was any Opportunity of in- 
terrupting their Courfe ; but how little 
they performed, and how thamefully 
they returned is well known. If it be 
true, that they failed with the Confent 
of our Minifters, as infinuated by the 
hon.

It is an eftablithed Maxim, Sir, 
that as Time is the Teft of Opini- 
ons, Falfehood grows every Day weak- 
er, Jruth gains vpon Man- 
kind. This is more eminently juf 
in political Affertions, which often re- 
fpe& future Events, and the remote 
Confequences of Traniadlions ; and 
therefore never fail to be by Time in- 
conteftably verified or undeniably con- 
futed. On many Occafions it is impof- 
fible to determine the Expediency of 
Meafures,otherwile than by Conjecture, 
becaule almoft every Step that can be 
taken may have a [endency to a good 
as well as to a bad End, end as he that 
propofes and tho/e that promote it may 
conceal their Intentions, till they are 
rigened into Execution, ime only can 
dilcover the Motives of their Demands, 
and the Principles of their Condud. 

For this Reafon, Sir, it may eafily 
be ex; ected that bad Meaiures will be 
condemned by Men of Integrity when 


and 


their Con/equences are fully difcovered, 
tho’, whea they were propofed, they 
might by plaafible Declarations and 


{pecious Appearances, obtain their 
Approbation or Appiaufe. Thofe 
whofe Purity of Intention, and Sim- 
plicity of Morals, expofed them to 
Credulity and impticiteConfidence,muft 
refent the Arts by which they were 
deluded into a Concurrence with Pro- 
jets detrimentai totheir Country, but 
of which the Confequences were artful- 
ly concealed from them, or the real In- 
tention fteadily denied. 

With Regard to fuch Gentlemen 
whofe Nezlect of political Studies, had 
not qualified them to judge of the Quef- 
tions when they were firit debated, and 
who,in giving their Suffrazes were not 
fo much directed by their own Con- 
viction, as by the Authority ef Men 
whofe Experience and Knowledge 
they knew to be great, and whoie In- 
tegrity they had hitherto found no 
Reafon to diftrufl, it may be na- 
turaliy expected that, when they fee 
thofe Meafures which were recom- 
racaded as neceffiry to Peace and Hap- 
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pinefs produ&ive only of Confufion’ 
Oppreflion, and Diftrefs, they fheuld 
acknowledge their Error and forfake 
their Guides; whom they muft now 
difcover to have been either ignorant, 
or treacherous, and by an open Re- 
cantation of their former Decifions, 
endeavour to repair the Calam‘ties, 
which they have comributed to bring 
upon ther Country. 

The Extent and Complication of 
political Queftions is fach, tha: no Man 
can juftly be afhamed of having been 
fometimes mifiaken in his Determina- 
tions; and the Propenfity of the human 
Mind to Confidence and Friendthip is 
fo great,that everyMan, however cavti- 
ous, however fagacious, or however ex- 
perienced, is expofed fometimes to the 
Artifices of Intereft, and the Delufions 
of Hypocrify ; but it is the Duty and 
ought to be the Honour of every Man 
to own his Miflake, whenever he dif- 
cavers it, and to warn others againft 
thofe Frauds which have b°en too fuc- 
ceisfully pratifed upon himfe'f. 

Jam therefore, Sir, inclined to hope 
that every Man wall not be equally pre- 
determined in the prefent Debate, and 
that as I fhall be ready to declare my 
Approbation of Integrity and Wifdom, 

. though they fhould be found where I 
have long fufpeéted Ignorance and Cor- 
ruption; fo others will with equal Juf- 
tice cenfure Wickednefs and. Error, 
though they fhould be detefted-in 
that Perfon whom they. have long been 
taught to reverence as the Oracle of 
Knowledge, and the Patiern of Virtue. 

In polisical Debates ‘Time always 
produces new Lights, Time. can in 
thefe Enguiries never be neutral, bat 
muft alwzys acquit or condemn.

‘I hough it fhould 
therefore be truly afferied, that nothing

prove that becauie the Arguments are 
the 
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the fame, they ought to produce the 
fame Effeét ; becaufe what was then 
only foretold, has now been /een and 
fe't, and what was then but de/ieved is 
now dnown. 

But if Time has produced no Vin- 
dication of thofe Meafures,which were 
once fufpeted of mprudence or of Trea- 
chery, it muft be at length acknow- 
ledged that thofe Sufpicions were Juft, 
and that what ought then to have 
been rejected ought now to be punifhed. 

This, Sir, is for the moft Part the 
State of the prefent Queflion. Thofe 
Meatlures which were once defended by 
fophiftical Reafonings, or patliated by 
warm Declarations of Sincerity and 
difinterefted Zeal for the publick Hap- 
pinefs, are found to be fuch as they 
were reprefented by thofe who oppofed 
them. It is now difcovered, that the 
Treaty of Hanevro was calculated on- 
ly for the Advancement of the Houfe 
of Buorbon, that our Armies are kept 
up only to multiply Dependence, and to 
awe the Nation from the Exertion of 
its Rights, that Jéeria has been courted 
only to the Ruin of our Trade, and 
that the Convention was little more 
than an Artifice to amufe the People 
with an idle Appearance of a Recon- 
ciliation which our Enemies never in- 
tended. 

Of the Stipulation which produced 
the memorable Treaty of Hanevro, the 
Improbality was often urged, but the 
abfolute Falfehood could not be proved 
but by the Declaration of one of the 
Parties. This Dec'aration was at 
length produced by Time which was 
never favourable to the Meafures of 
our Minifter 5 for the Emperor of 4/- 
femannu afferted with the utmoft So- 
lemnity that no fuch Article was ever 


A fore may juftly be charged 
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by the artful Blefufcudians, to difanite

fon with Alarms and to overbear him 
with Aftonifhment.

To be alarmed, Sir, into Vigilance 
had been not unworthy of the firmeft 
and moft fagacious Minifler, -ut to be 
frighted by tuchReports into Meafures, 
which even an Invafion could fearcely 
have juftified, was at leaft a Proof of a 
Capacity not formed by Nature for the 
Adminiftration of Government, and

The Lives of Hozeri and his Forces 
which were {quandered by Compliance 
with Biefufcu, are now jultly to be de- 
manded from this Man; he is now to 
be charged with the Murder of thofe 
unhappy Men whom he expofed to 
Mifery and Contagion, to pacify, on 
one hand, the Lil/iputions who called 
out for War, and to gratify, on the 
other, the Blefujcudians who required 
that the Zberian ‘Treaiures fhould not 
be feized. 

The Minifter who neglects any juft 
Opportunity of promoting thePower or 
encreafing the Wealth of his Country, 
is to be confidered as an Enemy to his 
Fellow-fubjeéts; but what Cenlure is to D 
be paffed upon him who betrays that 
Army toa Defeat, by which Victory 
might be obtained ; impoverifhes the 
Nation who’e Affairs he is intruft- 
ed to tranfa& by thofe Expeditions 
which might enrich it, who levies 
Armies only to be expofed to Peftilence, E 
and compels them to perith in fight of 
their Enemies without molefting them? 

It cannot furely be denied that fuch 
Conduét may juftly produce a Cenfure 
more fevere than that which is intend- 
ed by this Motion, and that he who 
has doomed Thovfands to the Grave, 
who has cooperated with foreign 
Powers againft his Country, who has 
protected its Enemies and difhonoured 
its Arms, fhould be deprived not orly 
of his Honours but of his Life; that 
he fhould be at leaft ftripped of tholeg 
Riches which he has amaffed during a 
long Series of profperous Wickednefs, 
and not barely be hindered from 
making new Acquifitions, and en- 
creafing his Wealth by multiplying his 
Crimes. 

But no fuch Penalties, Sir, are now 
required, thofe who have fo long flood

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up in Oppofitionto him, give a Proof 
by this Motion, that they were not in- 
cited by perfonal Malice, fince they 
are not provoked to propofe any arbn- 
trary Cenfure, nor have recommended 
what might be authorifed by his owa 
PraGtice an A&t of Attainder, or a Bill 
of Pains and Penalties.

A Scheme, a/low- 
ed by all Parties to be expenfive, im- 
practicable, and fundamentally wrong.— 
The Method whereby this S y mult 
be advanced is, to encourage V—li—ny, 
trolicence D-b—ch-ry, and to propagate 
In-gu-ty. A Method impolitic, dangerous, 
avd altogether antichriftian, Purfe the 
Miferies of our own People, unreftrained 
from drinking fp:rituous Liquors; encr- 
vating themfelves, enfeebling their Chil- 
dren, and impoverifhing their Families, 
with the innate Pride, inflexible Difpofi- 
tion, and unavoidable Sufterings of a fo- 
reign Queen, and you muft make many 
Grains of Allowance from common Pru- 
dence, brotherly Love, and Chriftiaa 
Charity to make the Scales equal; for 
tho’ the Fury of a diftant Enemy may 
fall heavy upon many Particulars, yet the 
difmal Confequences of an inteltine De- 
pravity, are more epidemical and more 
permanent. 

It is a melancholy Profpe&, My L—d, 
to lock forward, and reflect upon the 
8 Mifchiefs which may one Day pofli- 

ly befal this: Nation, from a Number of 
its Inhabitants being intoxicated and in-

not fo near, or fo apparent as her’s, ’tis 
as certain, and, in the End, will prove 
as rvinous. 

To humble France, to preferve the Ba- 
lance of Power, are the Bubbles which 
we have fullow’d more than Half Way, 
already, to our Deftruétion ; and {hail 
we, in {pite of fuch dear bought Experi- 
ence, be either feduced or compell’d to 
journey on the Refit?

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‘cen of Hangary; and King of Sardf« 
nia, that we offered any Money to any 
otker Power who would :ake ir, thar, 
when thofe two grand | hes of Ways 
and Means the Cuftonis and Land-Tay; 
no longer turnifh the Exchequer as plen- 
titul'y as formeriy, we have Recourfe to 
fuch defperate Expedients as Bubble 
L-tt-ies, and the hiring out L-c-nc-s for 
Dr-nk-nn-fs, the public Danger might be 
made the public Excufe.

to perfevere in fuch defperate Meafures’; 
and in cafe we do, it mu be concluded, 
that we are either the moft infatuatéd, 
or the moft miferable Nation under the 
Sun; 

The prefent violent Indignation mani= 
fefted againft France, took its Rife in 
the Neighbourhood of H: » Not jn 
the Weft-Indies or the Mediterraneat; 
Great Lritain is to avenge other Peoples 
Aftronts, tho” fhe puts up her own, and 
what we are likely to get by it, let us er- 
quire ef the Mafter of the Veffel, who 
was taken a few Days fince under the 
Guns of Havre. 

Tou conclude, we call our Conftitution 
a happy one. Let us put it to the Proof} 
If it deferves that Stile, we may fill be 
our own Phyficians ; if nor, Jet us play 
the Philofophers, and, as Mr Rowe advj- 
fes, Learn to {mile at Injuries we want the 
Power to punifh.

bers H—o U/—e and W—Ill—r B—n they 
refufed to receive or prefent it to the

Workers with them ; among ft others one Wintry, 
robo formerly had work'd with the perfon from 
whom this Information came. 
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He adds that at Frome in Somerfet{bire, ore 
of the greateft Cloathing Towns, they 
amounted ro 145, in the Pound, as alfo 
at Hallifax, and at Tiverton, he fays many 
would be glad to affign over their Eftates 
to receive any thing at ail; forhat (what

To 
catch them with Nets, feveral Holes are 
are cut in a ftreight Line the jength of 
the Net, which by a Scick faften’d to the 
Head-line is pafied from Hole to Hole, 
til it reaches the urmoft Extent, and what 
Fifhes come to thefe Holes for Air are 
thereby intangled, and when taken out 
inftantaneouily trozen ftiff.

Geefe, Partrid- 
ges &c. killed at the fame Time, and 
kept with their Feathers on, and 
Guts in, require no other Prefervative 
but the Froit as long as Winter Conti- 
nucs. Fifh are preferved in the fame 
Manner. 

If Beer or Water is lefr, even in Cop- 
per-pots, and though they were put by 
the Bed fides, ina fevere Night the Pots 
are furely {plit to Pieces before Morning, 
not being able ro withftand the expanfive 
Force ot the inclofed Ice. 

F The Air is filled with innumerable 
particles of Ice, very fharp and Angular, 
and plainly perceptible to the naked Eye,

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The Earth, in the two Summer 
months, at 10 or 12 Feet depth is hard 
frozen, and what Moifture is found ¢ or 
6 Feet down, is white like Ice. 

Rivers near the Sea, where the Cure 
rent of the Tide is ftrong, do not freeze 
above 9 or 10 Feet deep, bur Waters in 
Land are frozen falt by the beginning of 
Oéfober, and continue fo till the middle 
ot May. Allthe Water ufed for Cooke 
ing, Brewing &c. is meted Snow and 
Ice, no Spring being yet found free from 
Freezing, tho’ ever {0 deep. 

The Wal's of the Houfes, are of Stone, 
two Feet thick, the Windows very {mall 
with thick wooden Shutters which are 
clofe fhut 18 Hours every Day in the 
Winter. They made four large Fires 
every Day in great Stoves, and as foon as 
the Wood was burnt to a Coal, the tops 
of the Chimneys were clofe ftopp’d with 
an Iron Cover, to keep the Heat within 
the Houfe: Notwithfianding which, in 
4 0r 5 Ho-urs after the Fire is our, the 
infide of the Walls and Bed-places were 
2 or 3 Inces thick with Ice,, which is 
every Morning cut away with a Hatchet. 
Three or four times a Day, Iron fh:t of 
23/6. Weight, are heared Red-hot and 
hung up in.the Windows, yet all this 
will not keep Beer, Wine, Ink, &c. from 
ireezng by the Bed Side. 

The Snow that falls here is as fine as 
Duit, but never any Hail, except at the 
beginning and end of Winter. Almoit 
every Full and Change of the Moon, ve- 
sy hard Gales from the North, 

The Fogs and Mitts, fays Capt. Mida’e- 
tom, that are brought here from che Poiar 
parts, in Winter, appear vilible to the na- 

ed Eye in Icicie: innumerable, as {mall 
as fine Hairs or Threads, and fharp as 
Needles. Thefe Icicles lodge in our 
+Cloaths, and it our Faces or Hands be 
uncover’d, ‘prefentiy raife white Bidters, 
as hard as Horn. Yet it we immediate'y 
turn our Becks to the Weather, and can 
endure our Hand out of the Mitten to 
rub the bl fter’d part a litte, we fome- 
times bring the Skin to its former State : 
If not, we make all poilible haite to a 
+ Fire, get warm Warer to bathe it, and 
thereby ditiipate the Humours; otherwife 
the Skin would be off in a thart time, 
with ‘much hor, ferons, watry matter ; 
and this happens to fome almoft every 
time they go abroad for 5 cr 6 Months 
in the Winter.

It is to be doubred, fays he, whe- 
ther fuch Trees were periectly found 
Timbér: But by what means foever this 
may happen, it is cercain {: me Trees.are 
much mote found than cthers, fame a- 
bounding in Difeafes, the Cavities filled 
with Aqueous and indigefted Sap, which 
being frozen takes up more Room than 
when in its Liqnid Stare, and thus pru- 
bably caufes thefe Breaches. 

Mr Boyle, in his Hiltory of Cold, fays, 
that ftrong Veffels ct feveral kinds of 
Metals filled with Water, clofely flopp’d, 
¢ould not withftand the expantive Force 
of the inclofed Ice, but were rent and 
broken ; and if we confider the Expan- 
fion, and Spring of the Air included in 
the Cavity of Air Veflels, which then 
undergoes a Compreflion from the Con- 
gealed aqueous Parts, the Explofions that 
are heard, may be eafily accounted for.

SIRE, 

HE Sentiments with which myRepublick 

has all along endeavoured to preferve a 
folid Correfpondence with the Crown™ of Great 
Britain, and ftudied always to deferve the Good- 
will of your Majefty and the Kings your Prede- 
ceffors, are well known to your Majefty, your 
Minifters, and the whole Frit:/b Nation ; upon 
all Occafions my Republick has had the Happi- 
nefs to be inform’d, by her Envoys and Mini- 
fiers at your Court, of your Kindnefs to her, 
and that her Behaviour towards you was agreea- 
ble to'your Majefty. 

The Ensperor Charles the 6th, Father to her 
Majefty the Q. of Hungary, did grant auxiliary 
Troops tothe Republick, in order to reduce the

The Republick communicated that Treaty 
to your Majcfty, and befeech’d you to enter into 
Engagements fo joft, by granting her the Gua- 
tanty oi Corfica, in the fame Manner as had 
becn done in concert by the late Emperor and 
his moft Chriftian Majefty. 

10’ your Majefty did not think fit at that 
Juncture to acceede to that Treaty, yet you 
were fo good as to make Anfwerto the Repub- 
lick’s Minifter, that you were pleafed with this 
Mark of her Regard and Attention ; that you 
Jook’d upon the Succours offer’d by France as 
the bet and only Means to put an End to the 
Rebeilion ; that the Republick might be affur'd 
ef your Majefty’s favourable Intentions, who 
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had given her Proofs thereof before any other 
Prince did, in exprefsly fiexbidding ali Officers of 
Ships under Engii/b Colours to tranfport to Cor- 
Ja Arms and warlike Stores, or to hold ang 
Manner of Correfpondents with the Rebels. 

After fuch fignal Proofs of your Majefty’s Re- 
gard for the Republick, and the Recent Affu- 
rances thereof which the has receiv’d on Ace 
count of what was lately done by Vice- Admiral 
Matthews's Squadron, we have Advices from 
divers Parts that Téecdsre de Newboff, known im 
the World to bethe Autho of the Troubles of 
the Kingdom of Corfica, was in the Britg/b 
Seas, and intended to fet fail tur the Mediterra- 
nean. We have fince !rarn’d that he appear’d 
onthe Coaft of Portwza/, on board an Engle 
Man of War commianded by Capt. Geo. Barclays 
and th t it was currently reported at L7/Bon thar 
he was going to Corfica with Arms and Ammu- 
nition, 

Afterwards we had Advice that he touch’d at 
Villafranca, inthe faid Ship, and at lait, that he 
putinto Leghorn about the Middle of February : 
That he received there on board his Ship feveral 
ef the Principal of the exil’d and feditioug 
Chiefs of the Cor/icans, who had been difpers’d 
in feveral Towns inTufcaty: That he had a pri- 
vate Conference of feveral Hours with General. 
Breitewitz, whocame from Florence to Leghorn, 
and went on board the Exg/i/> Ship in Company 
with the Briti/b Conful. In fine, we heard 
thatthe fa'd Theodore departed from thence with 
thofe Chiefs of the Rebels, all embark’d in the 
fame Ship, in the Night of the 30°h of laft ‘Fan, 
N.S. [we are juft told that he arriv’d at Leg 
born towards the Middle of Fed. {0 that either 
the Amerdam Gamettcer or the Genoefe Minifter. 
is miftaken] fteering towards Corficz, in Com- 
pany with another Engi Man of War. call’ 
the Se//oary, commanded by Capt. Peter Hor- 
ftorn, hata few Days before, the faid Theo- 
dore had difpatch’d an Emiffary to Cor/ica, one 
Vincefs by Name, in another Engijb Man of 
War, and had caufed a feditious Ediét to bedif- 
pers’d, dated inthe 7th Year of his Reign; in 
which Ediét he difcovers his Views and Intenti- 
onsagainft the Tranquillity of C-rfca, even in 
Expreffions fo unguarded as the Powers of £z- 
rope might juftly be offended at. 

The Republick has received frether Intelli- 
gence from her Commiffary-General and Com- 
mandants of the Towns in Corfica, viz. That 
the abovemention’d Emiflary of Theodore had 
landed in the Iiland; that he was {piriting up 
the People to a new Rebeilion; that he pro- 
mis’d them the Arrival of Theodore, with feve- 
ral Engli/b Men of War, Land-Forces, and a 
great Srey of Arms and Animunition. 
The. faid Commiffary-Genetal and Command- 
ants alfo write, that the Reverve and the Saiif- 
bury had appear’d on the Coaft of Corfica, and 
landed Gunpowder and other warlike Stores at 
a Phcevalled the I/ola-Reffa ; that thefe Ships 
cruifed inthat Sea inorder tointercept, as "tie 
faid, the Succours that might be_fent from Ge- 
noa, to the Places in the Ifland ; and that in the 
mean Time they aétually *d, with their 
Long-Beats, all the coafting {mall Craft under 
Genvefe Colouss, taking out their Cargoes, and 
detaining 
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& ‘taining the Sailors on board their Veffels fome 
Time; that Theodore, being ftill intheRevenge, 
had {nmmon’d the Commanding Officers, of 
fome little Forts, to furrender, otherwife they 
fhould be treated % the utmoft Severity of War. 

The Republick being perfuaded of your Ma- 
jefty’s magnanimous Sentiments, and of the 
‘Wifdom of your Miniftry, who are a Pattern to 
other Nations in regard to Equity and Juftice, 
the moft conftant Maxim of which has always 
been, That all Princes be maintain’d in their 
Rights and Dominions; the Republick, I fay, 
cannot exprefs the Surprize and Confufion which 
fo pofitive and circurnftantial Accounts have cau- 


fed her: She cannot form any Conjeéture well B 


enough grounded about the Caufe of fo untore- 
feenan Event. She cannot imagine that the 
Commanders and Captains of the Engii/> Ships 
can, in their own Names, and thro’ feltith 
Views, be guilty of fuch Attempts. Befides, 
the is very well affur’d, thar if falfe Reports 
could have preiudiced your Majefly, you would 
not have fail’d to communicate your Sentiments 
to the Republicle’s Minifter, to the End that 
fhe might juitify herfelt in a proper Manner, 
until your Majefty was thoroughly fatisfy'd. 

1 am charg’d, by Orders of my Republick, 
which have been difpatch’d to me by an Exprefs, 
to reprefent moft humbly to your Majeity all 
theabove Things, and atthe fame Time to be- 
feech you to caufe the neceffary Ecclairciffements 
to be given to the Republick , to the End that, 
in her Anxiety, as well as in the Steps the may 
take, the may behave fo as todeferve the juit 
Approbation of the Briti/> Crown. 

The D. of N———/e has declared to 
M. Guafalai, Minifter from the Repxb- 
lick of Genoa, that the King was no way 
privy to the Schemes of Baron Neshof ;
